power, and the factory was supplied 
with only fourteen machines. It has 
so prospered and increased in capac- 
ity that the business will soon be 
moved into the new and beautiful 
brick building just erected by Peter 
Loeb on North street, between Main 
and "Water streets. This is E> large 
and commodious building, three sto- 
ries and a basement, and 90x40 feat 
on the ground. 


New machinery will be introduced 


here and the capacity for manufac- 
turing largely increased. One hun- 
dred knitting machines will be placed 
in the factory, and the operatives in- 
creased to the n amber of abont one 
hundred and twenty, haying a capac- 
ity of manufacturing within the sea- 
son 75,000 dozen of hosiery, gloves 
an4 mittens.

of laundry soaps. As it may prove 
of interest to the reader to learn tho 
process of fancy soap making, we 
will give the process in brief for their 
adificition: 


The soap manufactured bv the 


company is purely vegetable in char- 
acter, not an ounce of fat being used 
in its composition 
The Palmea 


tree is a native of Mexico and Cen- 
tral America, and it is from the root 
of this tree that the soap substance 
is obtained. It is shipped here 
casks by the car load, and is then in 
the raw root state, being ground into 
fiber for convenient use. The fiber 
is mixed with a certain compound, 
which compound is known only to 
the manufacturers, and is then placed 
in the soap tank where it is dissolved 
and boiled until it has the consist- 
ency and appearance of ordinary 
aoft soap. It is then drawn ofi int> 
smaller kettlss, where it is further 
boiled and prepared for the cooling 
vats. After cooling, it is cut into 
long strips or bars and fed through 
a machine somewhat n?ssmbling 
sausage cutter, where it is cut into 
small particles preparatory for the 
drying racks. At this stage it is 
perfumed, after which it is conveyed 
to a machine for pressing and cnt- 
ting. It is now the desired length 
and size for the stamping machine. 
After going through this process, the 
cakes are arranged on racks fur the 
purpose of thoroughly drying. They 
are taken from these racks, the corn- 
ers neatly edged, and are then placed 
in boxes leady for final shipment 


Twelve operatives are usually em- 


ployed in the factory, who are capa- 
ble of putting up about fifty gross 
of the merchandise per day. If the 
works were run to their full capacity 
$100,000 of product could be manu- 
factured annually. This soap is now 
introduced by this factory into every 
state and territory of the Union.

It is announced that South Polar ex- 


I ploration is to be the next craze among 


geographers and discoverers. 
The dis- 


' coven- of the North Pole is deelarod to 


have become undesirable—or, at least, 
unattainable—and it is said that the 
labor of navigatorfc and scientists will 
now be turned to the Antarctic region 
and to the wild latitudes that liu under 
the stars beyond the Southern Cross. 
The announcement is full of interest. 
Northern discovery has reached to with- 
in seven degrees, or about four hun- 
dred miles' from 
the 
Arctic Pole. 


Southern discovery has not penetrated 
to within one thousand miles of the 
Antarctic Pole. 


In 1842 Sir James RO.SS. the English 


explorer, found a vast continent south 
of the 70th degree of latitude, and 
named two volcanoes—one active and 
the other extinct—after hi* two vessels, 
the Erebus and Terror. He went as 
far as 78 degrees of south lattitude, and 
escaped after extreme diirigor and bjt 
the most laborious exertion.

ern magnetic pole, the currents in the 
arctic seas, the climate, thf storm areas

In cases w-here the defend- 
ant has been admitted to bail he can go 
through the consultation farce if be so 
wills it, but il is inj'ntilig, for counsel to 
visit a client in pri'son, so those who are 
not admitted to bail have to instruct 
their solicitor, or more often their solici- 
tor's clerk, and he in turn instructs the 
barrister. 


It is one of the peculiarities of the
